All Religion is insanity, for, it sub-

I say it is nota crime that is in- 
tentionally so. 

Iu the broad, impersonal sense, it 
isa stupendous crime—a crime for 
whieh the Rave—im personal man 
suffers. 

I think, then, that while we may 
set it. down asa demonstrated fact 
that there are ignorant, religious, 
fanatical spirits, who, in carrying out 
their purposes, may inflict great pain 
aud wrong upon men, yet they cannot 
be denomiated evil in any such sense 
as that termi usually signifies. 

They are working for what, to 
them, is the highest light. 

God be- 
lievers are at the bottom of every 
scheme entailing sorrow upon man. 

Taking all the facts into eonsidera- 
tion, I think we have made some 
huge mistakes in our notions about 
evil spirits, Mistakes, which logical- 
lv overturn our whole Philosophy.

I fiud that this feeling is general, 
save among educated Pliysicians, and 
a few who understand, fully, the 
Physiology of death. 

I remember, when a mere girl, of 
reading that the vast majority of 
deaths were absolutely painless, and 
since then I have never dreaded “that 


] have lately conversed with sever- 
al Medical men, and they all confirm 
the fact that death is usually painless ; 
and that most dying people are indii- 
ferent as to its coming moment— 
while a few long for the release. 

We all know that when life is full 
of happiness, hope, pleasure, and vim, 
we cling to it as our one great bles- 
ing; and the more we love and ap- 
preciate our. friends and relatives, the 
more pain we feel at the idea of hav- 
ing them taken from us by death. 

Spiritualisun. has done great good 
in robbing the Future of its ter- 
rors, and thus removing one of the 
most terrible myths that made death 
a dread. 

This newest of the Religions tells 
us that whatever be our coudition in 
another life, it is un advancement up- 
vu the preseut. 

Materialism, tho’ giving no proinise 
of a better life, still helps to mall! 
the terrors of an endless hell.
